SPECTACULAR STREET PARADE. 


Many Arches Had Been Ruined by the 
Wind and Decorat’ons Spoilkd by 
the Downpour of Water.

CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—To-day came the 
spectacular and crowning glory of the week 
of jubilee, the great street parade. It 
started from the corner of Michigan ave- 
nue and Congress street promptly at the 
time scheduled and for four hours it moved 
swiftly and with scarce a single halt 
through the principal streets in the busi- 
ness portion of the city. 

The one drawback was the weather. The 
il} fortune which has attended the jubilee 
in this respect, since the commencement of 
the ceremonies, still continued. The driz- 
zling rain kept on, and the cold, damp 
wind off Lake Michigan blew unccasingly. 
This made very little difference in the col- 
umn of the marchers, and still less in the 
number of the spectators, who lined the 
sidewalks, crowded the windows and 
wedged themselves into every nook from 
which an advantageous view of the paradc 
could be had. 

The storm of thé last three days marred 
the beauty of the decorations. During the 
storm of Monday five arches were leveled 
to the ground, and by this morning three 
of them had heen restored, 

All along the line of march numero’ » 
stands naa be .n erected for spectators and 
fully an hour prior to the moving of tn§ 
pageant every seat was occupied, It is es 
timated that fully 25,000 people witnessed 
the parade from these stands alone. The 
sdtwalks were packed from the walls of 
the buildings to the curb w.th rows of peo- 
ple, some of whom saw a1 of the parade, 
some of whom saw most of it, some saw a 
little, and some none at all. 

President McKi ,ley reviewed the parade 
from the grand s.and erected in front of 
the Union League Club on Jackson stieet. 
On the stand with him were Gen. Miles, 
Gen. Shafter, Gen. Chaffee, Secretary W'!)I- 
son, Judge Emory Speer, the Chinese and

KAISER AND SULTAN 


THE GERMAN EMPEROR HIGHLY 


HONORED BY THE TURKE- 
ISH HKULER. 


EMPRESS IN ROYAL CARRIAGE. 


Rode From the Wharf to the Palace 
Seated by the Side of Ab- 
dul Hamid. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 19.—The Sultan 
gave his German guests a royal and cor- 
d.al welcome. The Sultan warmly shook 
hands with the Emperor and Empress and, 
offering his arm to the Empress. he led the 
way to a pavillion of the palace, where 
the party had a brief rest. 

Another royal salute and the Imperial 
Band playing the German National] anthem 
announced to the crowds assembled out- 
side that their Majesties were coming out 
of the palace grounds. 

The route from the Dolmabagtohe Palace 
to the Yild.z Palace was covered with red 
carpeting and lined with troops in new 
uniforms, prominent among them being the 
Sultan’s bodyguard of Albanians, and the 
Imperial Guard in new white uniforms, em- 
nproidered w.th black, wh.te and red. and 
having a waistband of Germany's colors. 


The whole made a magnificent display. 


The bright sun enhanced the picturesque- 
ness of the unique scene. On all sides were 
to be seen brilliant uniforms and crowds of 
white turbaned Turks. All eyes centered 
on the gate of the palace. Soon afterwards 
the Sultan appeared in full uniform in an 
open carriage drawn by four horses with- 
out riders, with the Empress of Germé#@ay 
on his right and Muir Pasha, the grand 
master of ceremonies, in front of them. 

The Empress bowed continually right and 
xy in response to the cheering of the peo- 
p e,. 

In a second carriage was Emperor Wil!]- 
lam in the uniform of the Hugzars of the 
Guard, apparently greatly enjoying the 
scene, and the Grand Vizier, Fuad Pasha. 
Then came the suites of the Emperor and 
Empress, the Turkish Ministers, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, Baron Marschall von 
Bieberstein, and his staff and others.

BLANCO TO HIS TROOPS. 


He Advises Them to Remain in Cuba 
and Not Returu to Spain. 
HAVANA, Oct. 19.—Blanco has issued a 
circular to the Spanish troops in Cuba, de- 
fining the terms upon which the members 
of the Spanish Army in Cuba will be per- 
mitted to remain on the tsland after the 
evacuation and the surrender of Spain's 
sovereignty of the island. The circular 
has been forwarded to all the commanders 
of the various divisions throughout Cuba, 
and ordered to be read to the soldjers. 
In the circular the soldiers are advised 
to remain on the island and are told that 
thev will be paid in full and allowed the 
money which would otherwise go to de- 

fraying their transportation to Spain.

The, National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation got down to earnest work Wednes- 
day morning. 

President Weller called the convention to 
otder at 10 o'clock and the reports of stand- 
ing committees were heard. 

Mr. J. C. Eilel read the report of the 
committee on par's green. The wholesale 
druggists have been having considerable 
troubie with the manufacturers of paris 
green. The manufacturers have a strong 
combine and the druggists claim compel 
them to pay exorbitant prices for the ar- 


ticle. 

Tho association appointed a committee 
last year to make an effort to change con- 
ditions in the paris green market. Presi- 
dent Weller, in his annual address Tues- 
day, adv.ised the association that unless 
the committee should report some progress 
to abandon the efforts to make P aaee with 
the paris green men and henceforth leave 
them strictiy alone. The report of the 
committee Wednesday morning placed 
the matter on a better basis. The commit- 
tee reported having obtained concess.ons 
from the manufacturers, and expressed the 
hope that the new committee would get 
others. 

Mr. Daniel Meyers, chairman of the com- 
mittee on fire insurance, read the report 
of his committee. It recommends that ef- 
forts be made by the association to secure 
in all the States the adoption of an anti- 
co-operative insurance law similar to the 


Ohio statute. 

Mr. James C. Davis, Chairman of the 
Committee on Trademark Infringements. 
read a report which embodied letters from 
some of the § proprietary’ manufacturers, 
showing te what an injurious and annoying 
extent this practice has grown, and how 
inadequate are the laws in affording pro- 
tection. Among the interesting statements 
in the report was that of the manufactur- 
ers of Carter's Little Liver Pills. Within 
the last year, they stated, they had found

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CHEAP LABOR AND MACHINERY. 


The fact that while complieate@ electrical machinery for 
Gigging and hauling coal is being intPoduced into the mine 
everywhere, the prevailing tcndeney of mine owners te to em- 
ploy negro and other cheap labor, makes the question ag to 
whether such labor is competent to handle such machinery an 
interesting one 

Light is cast on this problem by the recent failure of a large 
cotton mill at Columbia, 8. C., Which the owners tried to run 
With negro labor. The mill was managed by white men, but 
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the attendants of the machinery weére all colored. The exper!- 
ment proved a «ostly loss. The mill is to be sold under fore- 
closure proceedings, and the American Wool and Cotton Re- 
porter attributes the failure wholly to the lack of capability of 
the negro to meet the requirements of labor with modern ma- 
chinery. It says of the colored operatives: 

Now that the experiment has been fully tested in two or three 
Inetances, it can be stated that they have not made even fair 
operatives, and there is no reason in the world for believ.ng that 
they ever will, They will not, as a rule, submit to the applica- 
tion and confinement required of the successful mill operative to 
make successful mill-h ands. 

It is possible that in the course of time the efforts of edu- 
cators and Intelligent leaders will be successful in chang- 
ing these characteristics among colored workmen. But under 
present conditions it would appear that mine owners and oth- 
ers ‘who expect to use costly and intricate machinery are 
courting ruin by insisting on employing the cheapest labor 
to be had.

It grants

It grants franchises of enormous value for. a period of 44 
years, practically two generations. 

It renews and extends all the franchiges oftthe Lindell Rail- 
way system for a period of 44 years. 

For these privileges of great value nov, anfi the future value 
of which cannot at this time be estimated, the compensation 
required is wretchedly inadequate. 

The manner ot passing the bill was as indefensible as the 
term of the crant. 

It was railroaded through the Assembly regardless of the 
interests of the city or of the protests of citizens. 

Property-owners with large interests at stake were given 
little opportunity to protest end their protests were unheeded. 

No regard was paid to protests against endangering the fives 
of public school children by inclosing school houses between 
tracks. 

The bill was passed in the interest of private speculators 
at the sacrifice of public interests and property-ewners. Both 
the term of the bill and the manner of its passage mark it as 
a corrupt and outrageous job. 

If Mayor Ziegenhein is not bound hand and foot by the 
combine centrolling the Municipal Assémbly hé will veto this 
grab bill.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 19.—The failure 
of the German National Bank, one of the 
oldest financial institutions in the city, 
has caused a stir. The bank’s doors con- 
tinued open last night until the close of 
business hours, and the fact that they 
would not be reopened was not generally 
known until near midnight. The failure 
is generally admitted to be a bad one. 

The cause of the failure is al.eged to be 
startling. A. C. Burgdorff, the cashier

Chief Robert McKay of Little Rock 
Ark., tells as is most thrilling experi- 
ence a story of a collision he had on the 
streets of Little Rock several years ago.

Chief C. F. Wall of Toledo, O., tells a 
story of a remarkable fire and explosion 
in the Union Elevator at his city recently. 
Fire started in elevator, and ignited 
the dust which lay everywhere, exploding 
it like so much gunpowder. The fllght of 
the flames through the building was most 
remarkable. It jerked around like forked 
lightning, and the people in the building 
believed to be lightning. In one place 
it ran along the floor and leaped up 
through an open transom into the next 
room. The buliding was shattered by the 
explosion. Tre daughter of the supertn- 
tendent met with a frightful death.

MACHINERY AND LABOR.

‘As a Rule New Devices Have Increased 
the Demand for Workmen. 


os ———— = 


WASTTINGTON, ¢ 19.—The results of a 
thorough heaped yn ‘erés red by Congress 
and just completed showing the effects of 
machinery on labor and incidental ques- 
tions constitute the 13th annual report of 


the commissioner of labor. The statistics 
of coast report:d involve only the actual 
Jabor expense. The report says: 

Machinery has lowered the cost of pro- 
Gducts and under the machine method there 
fs an increased demand for labor, as a rule, 
Bometimes there is 2 lack, oftentimes a 
eurplus of labor. The statist cal method, 
as in the efiect upon wages, becomes in- 
dicative of the truth and to those who be- 
lieve machinery has in general lowered 
cost, conclusive. The statistics presented 
snakes evident that there has been a larges 
increase in the number of persons required 
for the production of the art.cles consider- 
ed, in order to meet present demands, 
than were necessary to meet the demands 
under the hand jabor system. One inter- 
esting result is to show how extensive is 
the hand method of production even now. 
Tiand methods are going out of use. 
been Impossible to summarize general re- 
eultse 80 as to show the displacement and 
expansion of labor in the various direc- 
tions, 

The statistics presented, however, consid- 
er each operation and process of labor 
separately, In agriculture the figures show 
among other things that under the prim- 
itive methods the time required for plow- 
ing one acre of ground varied from five 
to elght hours, and under the modern 
from five to seven hours and 42 minutes 
where two horses were used, and from 
three hours and four minutes to six hours 
and #4 minutes with three horses. The 
10 hours reauired' under the earlier meth- 
od where two oxen drew the ordinary ' 
geteel plow were reduced to aix hours and 
40 minutes by one modern method and five 
hours under another, where horses drew 
a similar plow. Fertilizing ground §re- 
quired 2% hours under the earlier wagon 
and shovel method, and but ope hour 
Dy the modern drill. In digging trees, the 
machine in general reduced the time be- 
tween one-eeventh and one-thirteenth of 
the old-time and in small grain harvest- 
ine the self-binder has reduced the time 
for cutting. binding and shocking to about 
one-eighth of that under the primitive 
evetem. In threshing, the ratio of time 
used is more than 32 to 1 in favor of the 
machine.

MET HIM ON A LONELY ROAD. 


After Beating Till They Thought He 
Was Dead Ibey Took His 
Money and Watch.

United Brethren Church, was brutally 
saulted and robbed by five highwaymen 
near Upper Alton Monday night. 

Rev. Mr. Schultz lives in Higginsville, 
Mo. He is 32 years old, and is strong 
physically, but he was no match for the 
five men who assailed him.

He started out at a rapid gait and no 
thought of danger entered his mind. 

With his hands thrust deep in his over- 
coat pockets, and his head bent forward 
and down to protect himself from the cut- 
ting wind he did not notice that any one 
Was near until a gruff voice close to his 
ear told him to throw his hands up. Then 
he saw five men with slouch hats pulled 
over ther faces blockading his way. 

He did not at once comply with the com- 
mand and when he realized his predicament 
he courageously offered resistance. 

This was a signal for a general attack 
by the five ruffians. One highwayman 
struck him from behind and the plucky 
evangelist fell unconscious to the ground. 
Then the others jumped on him and beat 
h.m until he was left for dead.

Tuesday morning a farmer on his way 
to Alton saw the body of a well-dressed 
man in the road.
